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Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment of June 2, 2004 is acknowledged and entered. 

2. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fly in view of Lorraine. 

The patent to Fly discloses in an assembly system for assembling an internal 
combustion engine fuel injector 10 comprising: 

a hollow body 30 supporting an injection nozzle, the hollow body housing a 

metering valve as recited when the injector 10 is assembled; 

a support housing an electromagnetic controlling the metering valve (Column 

2, lines 32-43); 

means 31 for connecting the support to the hollow body. 
Fly does not disclose the connecting means being a click-on means. The patent to 
Lorraine teaches a fuel injector 10 which is connected to a fuel rail 16 by a click-on 
means 18 to removably connect the parts together. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified the 
device of Fly by incorporating a click-on means as taught by Lorraine in order to 
removably connect the support and hollow body together for maintenance and 
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replacement purposes. Regarding claim 2, the click-on means of Lorraine can be 
considered a leaf spring comprising at least one hook-shaped appendix (hook leg 20) 
which clicks onto a corresponding retaining element 32 on the fuel rail 16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
